Colonel J. S. Dennis, C.M.G., Chief Commissioner i 
of Colonization and Development, Canadian Pacific 
Railway, will retire January 1, after 28 years with 
the company, according to the recent announcement 
made by E. W. Beatty, chairman and president of 
the system, and the department will then be divided 
into the Department of Immigration and Colonization 
and the Department of Development. J. N. K. 
Macalister, at present assistant chief commissioner 
of Colonization and Development, will be chief com¬ 
missioner of the Department of Immigration and 
Colonization and Major G. G. Ommanney will be the 
director of the Department of Development, 

Colonel Dennis, or "J.S.” as he is known to old- 
timers, was 73 years old last October, and has had 
as colorful a career as any man in Canada, lie went 
west in 1872 at the uge of 16 on survey work and in 
1885 saw service against Louis Riel as commander 
«f the Dominion Land Survey Intelligence Corps 
which during the rebellion was known as “Dennis’ 
Scouts”. Among the outstanding work in which he 
was engaged was the laying out of irrigation systems 
later constructed in the Lethbridge region and in tho 

f reat Ba*i>gr<o Dam irrigation project of the Canadian 
acifie Railway, east of Calgary. His unrivalled 
knowledge of Canadian economic and agrarinn devel¬ 
opment has caused Colonel Dennis' name to be placed 
among the foremost of Empire builders. Although 
retiring as active head of the Colonization and Devel¬ 


opment of the Canadian Pacific Railway Bystem, he 
will still participate in the future development of the 
department since he will act in an advisory capacity 
to the company’s directors. 

Mr. Macalister has for more than 22 years given 
close attention to colonization problems. Since 1906 ho 
has been immediately interested in opportunities of 
development und colonization in the west and entered 
Canadian Pacific service in 1907. He has done much

Cancer is one of the most frequen. 
causes of death In adults, after the 
age of forty. In Canada, over 8,000 
people die each year of cancer. These 
facts are not presented to alarm the 
reader, but rather to show that this 
picture Can be brighter if the public 
at large are properly informed on this 
subject. Just as soon as the facts 
about cancer are known, and our 
people act upon the knowledge which 
they have acquired, the number of 
deaths from this disease will be re¬ 
duced tremendously to at least half 
of what they are at present. 

This reduction is possible; it is 
within our grasp; it does not await 
any new discovery; it can be secured 
by the use of the knowledge we now 
posses regarding the means of combat 
ng and conquering this menace. 

Whether or not cancer is to be prop 
erly treated depends much more upon 
the public than it does upon the med¬ 
ical profession. By this statement, we 
simply mean that the degree of succ 
ess in the tieatment of cancer dep¬ 
ends upon its discovery in its earliest 
stages. The doctor stands ready to 
treat, but it is not possible for him to 
do for his patient what ho could do in 
the early stages of the disease were 
the cause known to him then. 

Unfortunately, in the minds of 
many people there is fixed an idea 
that cancer is a hopeless conditoin, 
and that it is useless to run to the 
doctor about it. They have some re¬ 
ason for this idea because they have 
seen relatives and friends treated with 
out success. In most cases, however, 
the reason why these treatments were 
not successful was because the patient 
had failed to consult their doctor 
until the dscase was far advanced. 

There is no reason why, at the pres 
ent time, we should not view the can¬ 
cer problem in a hopeful way. Every 
person in Canada should know that, 
where cancer is properly treated in its 
earliest stages, a very h'gh percent¬ 
age uf cases are actually cured. 
Surely, such a staleraent should ban¬ 
ish the hopeless "do nothing" attitude 
and replace t by a confident "early 
action" frame of mind.

HUMIDITY IN HOUSE HEATING 


FOUND Three keys apparently 
for a new lock. Owner may have 
same by paying for this ml. nnd idtn 
tifying keys. 


The air in Canaidan houses during 
a large portion of the artificial heat¬ 
ing season is, witli few exceptions,' 
drier thnn that.of the driest desert. 
Ths is a fact which Canadians either 
do not know or do not appreciate. 

Houm heating is more than a sim¬ 
ple process of maintaining the in¬ 
door temperature at that point where 
one docs not feel cold. The designers 
of present day heating appartus have 
done excellent work considered from 
that standpoint; but, as a rule, th y 
have neglected to take into account 
the natural law which governs the 
relation between air temperature and 
air moisture. The result is tha\ tjen- 
I crally speaking, Canadian indoor air 
! during the winter is excessively dry. 

Ths excessive dryness is itviutious 
to health, affecting more particularly 
the respiratory organs and the sk n 
| It i s destructive to woodwork and 
! to clothing and furnishing fabrics 
I It also necessitates the maintenarce 
I of higher temperatures for comfort 
j thnn with a'r containing adequate 
moisture. 

Many people believe that excessiv¬ 
ely dry air conditions are to be found 
only in houses heat'd by certain 
types of heating equipment; also that 
such undesirable conditions may be 
remedied by opening the windows : nd 
admitting large quantities of cold 
outdoor air. 

"Humidity* in House Heating, 
bulletin recently published by the 
Dominion Fuel Board in co-operation 
with the Natural Resources Intell'g 
cnce Service of the Department of the 
Interior, points out that cold air satur 
ated with moisture becomes dry on 
hcating-not because moisture has Ir en 
removed, but because of its greatly 
increased moisture capaety at the 
higher temperature. The air in houses 
durjng the winter cannot be other¬ 
wise than dry. unless provision is 
made in the heating equipment, or by 
other means, to satisfy this increased 
moisture capacity. Morever tlie ad¬ 
mission of large quantities of outdoor 
air increases to a corresponding ex¬ 
tent the moisture mhich must be sup¬ 
plied fo th s purpose. 

“Humidity in House Heating" <Ms. 
cusses breifly in nontechnical langu 
age the essential features of air dry¬ 
ness in house heating-cause, effect; 
and remedy. It explains what is meant 
by the expression "relative humidity,", 
and points out that, for health and 
comfort, indoor relative humidities of 
from 40 to 50 per cent tdiould be main 
tained throughout the winter It 
shows how a hygrometer is used to 
measure relative 'humidities, and 
points out that he effecive control, 
of humidifying equipment depends up¬ 
on results as measured by means of 
this instrument. 

In addition to indicating, in a gen¬ 
eral way, various types of humidifiers 
wrich may be used, eiUter in conjun¬ 
ction with the heating cqu'pment or 
independently, to supply the moisture 
for healthful humidfication, this bull¬ 
etin stresses that fact that the evapor 
sst|on of a few quarts of water per dayj 
In'the average Canadian house during 
the winter months given practically nd! 
relief from air dryness. The evaporu 
t|on of ty-.qpa three to lout. t,o twelve 
or more gallons per day may be nec- 
eSsaiy, depending upon weather con¬ 
ditions and ventilation. 

The purpose in issuing “Humidity 
ifi House Heating" is nbt only to fur¬ 
ther the cause of good health but to 
promote the more effeient employ¬ 
ment of the fuel used for house h:at- 
ing; since U>e fuel used to mantain 
the high temperatures of 72 degrees 
to 75 for comfort under dry air con¬ 
ditions may be used to greater r-dvant 
age in evaporating the water for 
healthful humldiflcat on of air at the 
more moderate comfort temperatures 
so required.

not failed in efficiency or other¬ 
wise,” stated E. W. Beatty, chair¬ 
man and president of the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Railway, in an address 
recently at the Royal York Hotel, 
at the annual meeting of the Com- 
mertlal Travellers' Association of 
Canada. Mr. Beatty added that the 
cituution in 1929 was exceptional 
and not likely to be repeated in 
subsequent years. 

The North Gorman Lloyd Com¬ 
pany of Montreal is arranging for 
a trip of German farmers to Canada 
next summer with a view to inves¬ 
tigating Canadian conditions and 
agricultural opportunities.
